To the inhabitants of the Town of Randolph in the County 
[L. S.] of Coos in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Randolph on Tuesday the 11th day of March, next at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 
year, including one selectman for three years, two auditors, one 
road agent, one library trustee for three years, one trust fund 
trustee by ballot for three years. 

2. To raise $1,000 to defray town charges for the ensuing 
year and make appropriation for the same. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
repair town highways and bridges, that is $200.00 for highways, 
$1,000.00 for snow removal, and make appropriation for the same. 
4. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of money 
as the State suggests to build Class V roads, State to pay $41.68 
and the town $10.42 and make appropriation for the same. 

5. To see if the town will vote to raise $1,200.00 for street 
lights, and make appropriation for the same. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the care 
of the cemetery and resetting memorial tablets, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 

7. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for the sup- 
port of the town library and make appropriation for the same. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise $250.00 for police 
patrol and to protect our property against theft, for the ensuing 
year, and make appropriation for the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise $3,000.00 to assist 
town poor, and make appropriation for the same. 

10. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount on all 
taxes paid before August 1, and 1% on all taxes paid before 
October 1. 

11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen 
to issue necessary temporary notes in anticipation of 1947 taxes. 

12. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
offer a reward not to exceed $500.00 to be paid to any person or 
persons who may give evidence leading to the arrest and con- 
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viction of any person or persons breaking and entering into un- 
occupied buildings in Randolph. 

13. To see if the town will vote to raise $200.00 for repairs 
and expenses of the Town Hall and make appropriation for the 
same. 

14. To raise $2,708.20 to pay county tax and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 

15. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $100.00 to advertise the scenic beauty and accessibility 
of the Presidential Highway, which includes $56.55 for the White 
Mountains Region Association. 

16. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $50.00 to repair 
and maintain a camp at Mt. Adams known as Gray Knob Cabin, 
under supervision of the U. S. Forest Service. 

17. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $50.00 for a suitable place for dumping garbage. 

18. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of money not 
to exceed $400.00 for garbage removal for the summer of 1947. 

19. To see if the town will vote to share the expense of a 
care taker for Gray Knob, with the R.M.C. at Crag Camp, and 
to appropriate a sum not to exceed $200.00 for the purpose. 

20. To determine whether the town will accept or authorize 
the selectmen to accept from Edith W. Boothman and the heirs 
of Louis F. Cutter the offered gift of an area two hundred feet 
wide along Coldbrook, including Coldbrook Falls and the Memorial 
Bridge, to be held by the town as a memorial forest reservation 
to be known as Coldbrook Falls Reservation in memory of Laban 
Morrill Watson and his wife, Anna Burbank Watson, and of 
Louis Fayerweather Cutter and his wife, Mary Osgood Cutter, 
and to be held as closely as possible in its present natural state 
for the benefit of the inhabitants and summer residents of Ran- 
dolph and of visitors to the town, upon the terms set forth in 
drafts of deeds submitted to the selectmen. 

21. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to sell 
the unoccupied school house. 

22. To see if the town will vote for weekly collections of 
garbage from residents (requesting same), hiring local persons 
as collectors where possible; and to appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary, to carry out the provisions of this 
article. 

23. To see if the town will vote for snow removal for who- 
ever requests same (for whichever residents requests same), and 
to appropriate such sums of money as may be necessary for same.

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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN PREVENT FIRES 
IT PAYS! ; 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all fire 
effort. This is particularly true of all forest fire control work. 
Preventing forest fires preserves valuable forest growth and other 
property, conserves man power and permits their use in productive 
channels, saves taxpayers’ money and conserves fire fighting 
equipment. 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important and 
difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden who heads 
a local organization set up primarily for the security of your 
community’s forest property. Appointed by the State Forester, 
upon recommendation of the Selectmen, he is charged by law 
with the responsibility of local administration of forest fire laws, 
fire prevention and suppression. In his work he is aided by 
deputy forest fire wardens who, in emergency, may assume his 
power and authority. The warden is guided in his work by in- 
structions received from the State Forester and by the District 
Fire Chief who represents the State Forester. 

The importance and value of the .work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during 
hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. The public, how- 
ever, looks to him at all times for speedy and economical suppres-., 
sion of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the generous 
and understanding cooperation of the public at large. He attempts 
to secure this cooperation by the posting of caution notices, news 
items and by word of mouth, always carefully explaining the 
necessity of restrictions imposed. In the matter of giving co- 
operation, however, the public often fails. The record shows 
that an average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned over by 
forest fires in New Hampshire each year. Analysis of fire causes 
reveal the fact that more than 98 percent of all forest fires are, 
consistently, the result of human carelessness and are preventable. 

The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his cigar, 
cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws them from the 
car window; the debris burner fails or refuses to consult the 
warden, as the law requires when the ground is not covered with 
snow, before attempting to burn; campers fail to properly ex- 
tinguish their fires or frequently build fires when conditions are 
unfavorable. 


The elimination of human causes from the forest fire problem 
is the answer. This is not as difficult of accomplishment at it

appear at first glance. Let each one who reads this— 

Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near woodland. 
Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and near 
woodland and when the ground is not covered with snow, 
secure written permission to burn from the forest fire warden. 


. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. Don’t 


throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 


. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge others to 


do so.
